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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-1 1 and 16-18 in the reply filed on 26 
September 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the method of 
the Group II claims can be implemented only by an apparatus which includes a mobile 
apparatus body that operates as an independent mobile electronic apparatus when 
disconnected from the mobile apparatus stand. This is not found persuasive because 
claims 12-15 seem to say nothing whatever about the operation of the mobile apparatus 
body when it is not connected. Lines 4-5 of claim 12, for example, say specifically that 
the apparatus "is connected." So the method could be practiced by an apparatus that 
includes a detachable apparatus that does not operate as an independent mobile 
apparatus when disconnected. Perhaps the mobile apparatus communcates with the 
stand by RF, for example, instead of operating independently. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 and 16-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of claims 1 and 16, a mobile apparatus stand is "detachably connected" 
to a mobile apparatus body. Examiner assumed that "detachably connected" meant 
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only that the apparatus stand and the apparatus body could be detached from one 
another. There doesn't seem to be anything in the phrase "detachably connected" that 
requires the limitation of, for example, claim 12, where the mobile apparatus body 
operates as an independent mobile electronic apparatus when disconnected. But 
Applicant's response of 9/26/2005 seems to state that the ability to operate 
independently is necessarily implied by the phrase "detachably connected." So does 
this phrase mean merely that a connection exists that can be detached? Or does the 
phrase require independent operation of the mobile unit when it is actually detached?
